THE BIG LAGOON. 


u Interesting; Formation on tta« North- 


cm Coast of California. 


On the northern coast of California, 


tome thirty miles below the month of 
;he Klamath river, is one of the most 
interesting natural formations to be 
found in this country, known as the Big 
.agoon. Here the coast, which runs 
lorth and south up to this point, takes a 
sharp turn inland, bordered by very 
jigh hills, running to a distance of 
abont three miles, then turning out 
again inako- a sharp buy almost V 
shaped, and for ages past a sand bar has 
jeen washing itself up across this bay 
nntil the bar has raised vip out of the 
water some ten or twelve feet, having a 
width of about 100 feet aud a length of 
'our miles, reaching across the entire 
Day. 


This bar is in the shape of a roof. 


When there is a storm the breakers will 
roll up one side of it, break over, and 
run down into the bay inside, and it is 
a novel sight to stand there and watch 
;he waters, mountain high on one side 
and perfectly calm on the other, the 
ine between the two at intervals hidden 
altogether. 


This bar is a sort of short cut and can 


!>e traversed on horseback. 
In a storm 


the horseman will one minnte be high 
md dry on land, the next • minute a 
arge wave will roll up and running 
under the horse's feet to the depth of a 
"oot or more, the rider will be for an- 
nstaut fcmr miles or so at sea on horse- 
sack, with no land nearer than the high 
jlufl's of the mainland in sight. 


Moss agates may be found in abun- 


dance on the pebbly beach, and when the 
sun shines they glitter with dazzling 
Brightness. 


Tho wild duck that frequent this part 


of the coast literally till this inland bay, 
md tho passing hxiuter, should he take 
a shot at them, will raiso svich a cloud ' 
and such a quacking that he will think 
all the dm ks of the earth have gathered 
there. Occasionally some wild beast 
like a boar or a panther will be found 
crossing this bar, and the Indians have 
much sport when such a thing happens, 
the animal rarely escaping capture or 
death. 


Here the Digger Indians abound, liv- 


ing on tho shellfish, which they catch 
along the beach, seldom going over the 
ridge of hills to capture a deer, which 
are plentiful. It would astonish a Yale 
or Harvard football man to come upon 
this scene some bright morning at low 
tide and see the squaws and children 
playing lacrosf* on the beach. They get 
so excited with their sport that they 
keep it up until the tide drives them 
from the beach, often staying there un- 
til they have to chase the ball down into 
tho surf.—Detroit Free Press.

J Ue Ameitcuti Woman ami H Utory. 
The American woman is, as a rule, 


singularly deficient in knowledge of the 
history of her own country. This is al- 
most equally tme of young and old, 
educated and uneducated women. The 
Englishwoman is far more likely to be 
found intelligent in this particular than 
is her American sister. A step in the 
right direction is the opening of a semi- 
nary for the study of American history 
in connection with the Harvard annex 
at Cambridge. The course is two years 
or one, at tho option of the student, and 
the work consists mainly in the prepara- 
tion of an elaborate thesis on some sub- 
ject which will involve the study of the 
records of many years. 


When a two year course is decided 


upon, one year is given to the collecting 
of material aud the second to historical 
connection. All work is d&ne under the 
supervision of instructors, and the li- 
braries and colonial manuscripts of Bos- 
ton, Cambridge and vicinity are open to 
the students. Some idea of the essays 
may be gained by noticing the titles of 
the list for 1891-2: "Manumission of 
Slaves," "The Speaker During the Con- 
stitutional Period." "Naturalization," 
"The 
Antislavery Movement 
Before 


1830," and "The Ballot."—New York

THIRD PARTY TALK 


The Silver 8tut*, which advances sound 


arguments in fuvor ef abandoning the old 
parties unless one or the other of them de- 
clares lor free coinage and nominates a 
free'coinage candidate, says in reply to 
"what are the arguments in favor of a 
third party?" 


"The Silver Leagues have not yet advo- 


cated or even suggested a third party ex 
oept in the contingency that neither of the 
two parties shall nominate a candidate for 
President who shall be nneqnivocully in 
favor of free coinage and stand upon a free 
coinage platform. When this contingency 
shall arise, and w« have great fear that it 
will, then the true friends of silver, not 
only in Nevada, bnt throughout the conn 
try, propose to organize a third party upon 
the one sole and distinct issue of free coin- 
age, put a tried and true silver man ID 
nomination and electoral tickets in the 
field or cast their combined votes for the 
nominee of some existing party organize 
tion if he be sound and safe on this ques 
tion. The popular sentiment of the ooun 
try is for free coinage and a majority of (hi 
votes will be cast the same way if the vot 
era are given opportunity by the press and 
politicians of both parties. 


"But it is argued 'that if we out loose 


from these two great partita Nevada wil 
be left in the cold and we will not get free 
coinage at all; that if we are not in acooic 
with one or the other we will have no 
friends at court or in Congress to plead our 
cause.
